"Heroes of History-" 


Bev. Dr. Vosburgh preached his last 


sermon in the above named series at the 
Baptist church last night, in the presence 
of a large congregation. 
The subject 


was George Whitefleld, and was pro: 
nonnced the beet lecture of the seriee. 
Whitefield was born in England in 1714, 
and died in Newberyport, Mass., in Sep 
tember, 1770. He was without question 
ihe greatest pulpit orator that ever lived. 
Elis eloquence was simply overpowering. 
?or more than thirty years he was listen- 
ed to with breathless interest, in both En- 
gland and America. He preached all 
over England, Scotland, Ireland and 
Wales. He made fourteen tours of Soot- 
and and crossed the Atlantic ocean thir- 
een times. He spent nine years hunting 
or sinners in the wilds of America. He 
ourneye-3|on;horseback from New Hamp- 
shire to Georgia, a distance of siiteen 
mndred milee, in less than four months: 
preaching every day and often twice and 
our times a day, He preached 18,000 
ermons iu his life. His preaching tours 
were often like triumphal processions, 
n which he was escorted by bauds ot en- 
husiastic horsemen from place to place, 
and was mot at every hall by enthusiastic 
housauds. Ho frequently preached to 
audiences of 25.0CO to 30,000 people, and 
o marvelous were his vocal powers that 
he could be heard by all of them diBtinct- 
y. He frequently preached on the Lon- 
[on commons at D o'clock in the morning 
o congregations of 25,000 people, coming 
hrough the darkness with lanterns iu 
heir hands. Over all those vast assem- 
lies ho ruled supreme, hushing them at 


will into awe-stricken silence or melting 
hem to tears. Such men as Lord North, 
has. Jos. Fox, William Pitt, Garrick, tho 


great actor, Ben. Franklin, and the cold, 
keptioal Humo would stand for hours 
nd travel miles to hear him preach. His 
ersnocs were always two hours long. He 
reached no new doctrine, but simply the. 
Id truths of Jesus, which, however, in 
is day, were much neglected. 
"The 


Iew Birth," "Justification 
by Faith," 


The Joy of Heaven" and "The Pains of 
fell" wero his principal themes. Hie 
ove for his fellow-man was equaled only 
ty his love for God; his work was a per- 
manent one. He changed many a moral 
lesert into n garden. Tens of thousands 
rero led by him to Christ. 
All through his life ho encountered tbo 


most bitter opposition; ministers of all 
!enominations sought to hedge up bis 
?uy; the newspapers lampooned him; 
jo mob throw dead cats at him, nnd the 
tnge dramatized him iu most ollensive 


ays, but being a true man he overcame 
11 opposition and triumphed. . On tho 
9th of Sept., 1770, when worn and weary, 
ho people ot Exoter, Mass., lay hold of 
im as he was passing through their city, 
ud ho preached to them for two hours, 
'his was his lust sermon. That night he 
eached Nowborryport, and was carried 
rom the boat to tho house. A vast crowd 


once surrounded tho dwelling, and 


vith a candle in his hand he stood iu the 
oorway speaking to them until it burn- 
d down into tho socket. He at once re- 
ired, and the next morning at G o'clock 
e breathed his lust. Ho was mourued 
y tho civilized globe.
